The haughtiest
Homan, the subtlest Greek, could not vaunt
of any marked physical distinction from the
Ganl or Numidian, There were among that
motley multitude no such contrasts as that,
for instance, betweon the British colonist and
the mative of Australia.
another instance; for our roving tendenciey
now bring us acquainted with the strangoest
and darkest corners of the earth. In the

Andaman Jslands destiny has brought Enro- |

peen superintendents and Hindoo soldiers
and eonvicts into company with a tribe of
sborigines who seem to realize the Darwinian
theory, and form the “‘missing link.” “They
have never been able to settle down,” wriles
an English officer, ‘“‘and consequently have
no dwelling places, nor have formed villages,
or deemed cultivation any source of bettering
their lives. In other words, they are in the
lowest state of humanity, and much re-
semble in actions the race of a monkey.
They see no canse for clothing themselves,
of laying by for the future, of altaining
knowledge of things foreign, of the princi-
ples of communication, of preventing de-
struction and saving life.” What position
are we Luropeans to assume, as the age of
democracy advanoes, towards creatures such
ad these?  We have discarded the bold phi-
losophy of the Southern whites respecting
the negroes: *1 say, he an't the child ef
Ham, and he ain't the descendant of Noah
any more than my horse is. Noah, sir, was
# white man, and if he was a white man,
and if hahad a8 white wife, as he had, how
could he have a nigger childi?” Religion
tells us that they are in one sense our edquals.
By repudiating the practice of slavery, we
bave gvowed them to be our equals in an-
other. Are we to complete the doctrine of
human equality by admitting them to the
suffrage and its attendant rights ?

This ia a question by no means without
practical difficulty to onrselves. In New Zea.
iand, and, a8 we believe, at the Cape, it has
made its way to the snrface, and been as yet
rather evaded than fully answered. DBut it is
of far groater magnitudein the United States,
The original British colonists there, or at least
in some of the States, were slow and reluctant
in admitting even European new comers to
the franchise without some apprenticeship of
delay. But the tide of white immigration
gwept all artificial obstacles away. Then cama
the wholesale addition of colored freedmen
after the recent emancipation, This is as yet
&n experiment only; and, while the novelty is
still at the freshest, it has been proposed in
Congress to extend sinilar political equality to
Chinese and to Indians. 'This has been re-
jected, or at pll eventa sdjonrned, tha most
distinguished partisans of negro rights hav-
ing joined with some of their own stiffest
epponents in repudiating it,
they exposed themselves thereby to the fami-
liar chargeof inconsistency, there can be lit-
tle doubt they were in the rvight. Whatever
logic may have to say to the contrary, practi-
cal wisdom mnst decide against so grotesqne
& proceeding as the grant of political rights

to the wild Indian, until he bas given pledges |

to society (as some few tribes have) by peaoce-
ful habits of some generations.
and Spotted Tail are scarcely to be held as
yet qualified to eloct or to represent. The
case of the Chinese is no doubt different.
They are orderly and intelligent, the children
of an older civilization than ours. Their an-
cestors dwelt in snmptuous cities or in richly
cultivated plains when those of the Puritan
{athers wandered the forests, tettooed with
blue patterns. They are at all events, it
might be said, superior to the negro. Buatthen
they are inferior to Liw in one respect; they
have not learned as he has, however umper-

fectly, to share in the ways and feslings of |

the great white majority. They are as yet
strangers, not in despent only, but in thair
whole course of life, religions and social,
There is therefore no hardship to them, and
no abandonment of principle, in requiring of
them e considerable amount of preliminary
apprenticeship,

Meanwhile, the ‘‘almond-eyed Mongolians”
are steadily winning their way to citizenship,
however delayed, by persevering, dogged in-
dustry, and the art of rendering them.
selves indispensable. In Californin they
form: an important section of the popn-
Iation, and are fast accommodating them-
selvea to the habits of the rest of its miscel-
laneous inbabitants. Even the *‘religions
difficulty” constitntes no very great difficulty
with them. Many Chinese stick to the follow-
ing of Confucins, bat nnmbers are Voltairians
and cesmopolites, aud a good many Ulris.
tians. Within these few months, a Chinese
vative preacher, converlted since his arrival,
drew large congregations in the streets of
San Francisco. DBut theyare mo longer con.-
fined to the shores of the Pacific. They have
alrady begun to invade the BEastern Baafvjunrd,
and to meet and nnderbid our European emi-
grants on the very coast of the Atlantic. This
curious revolution in human affairs is likely to
take place from two causes. In the Bouth, the
white landowners cannot get rid, any more
than our West Indiuix phﬁnters, uft the idea of
trying experiments in the way of coolie im.-
m{ gtion, or quasi-slavery—experiments
which have turned out for the most part, for
thirty years past, expensive and unsuccessful.
They cannot or will not learn that to treat
free negroes fairly and pay them regularly
will in the long run cost less and produce
more than to import foreigners, whom they
mainly bope to maintain in & condition of de-
pendence. And some of them are now eagerly
endeavoring to bring, not only Chiness, but
Indian ooolfoa. and recroits from every corner
of the quassiservile world, into the labor
market at New Orleans,

‘‘Finding the gnide thoroughly soqunainted
with the coantry, we engaged him to take ns
the next morning to a mountain-top ecalled
the Centinal Dome. eight thonsand three
hundred feet above the sea.
From thence
we went abont a mile from Glacier Point, and

had our first view of the valley from a per- |

pendicular cliff three thousand seyen hun-
dred and five feet above the plain below. |

never before had siuch a mixed feeling of awe, |

And althongh |

Red Cloud |

was afraid to trust myself to look over—thare |
seemed fo be an awfnl and mysterious at- |

traction. The abyss was drawing and charm-
ing me. And yet, a little, pale, nervous-
looking woman of the party orept out, and

for a long time loocked over, until we urged |

her to come away. [ then ventured to creep
out and looked down. It was less than a mile
to the clitf on the opposite sile of the valley:
midway I saw what seemed to be a garden, in
which I saw two small, whitish-looking ob-
jeets. T conld not make out what they wera
until I looked at thew throngh my fleld-glass,
when I found them to be & yoke of oxen
standing before a plongh. This will give
some idea of the elevation at which we stood.
The little unpainted hotel in the valley was
within a mile and a half of us; it was nineteen
or twenly to follow the trail to the same
oint.

“1 said to the guide, 'Can’'t we get down at
some point, and not have to endure ~o long a
ride 7’ 1le said there was a point about a
mile from there at which a descent could ba
made, though he had never tried it, but two
or three had. So he went to the place, Itis
four thousand feet higher than the valley
The way looked smooth. though very steep.
The guide said it was possible for us to po
| down, Who could donbt it? But he conld

not go with ns. Ie must go on a hunt next
morning, General Howard and wife were of

the party: besides him were three more of ns, |

three men and two women in all, So we re-
solved to go down the dreadful way.

“One of the women hesitatad, and soon all
but myself abandoned the enterprise. So
they wished me snccess, and I began the de-
scent alone, little Jthinking what was befora
me, but in full confidence that in an hour I
would be in the valley. It was bali-past one.

| I went down rapidly, as the tirst part of the ‘-
way was easy. At the end of an hour I found |
wyself, as I thought, halfway down. The sun |

at first poured down on me. Then the clouds
came over the valley. I then came to a pre-
cipice and walls of rock on both sides. Fora
time I could see no way down, [Iecreptabont
| with all eaution on
}wered over frightful places, To turn back
was ashamed. I let mysalf down the rocks
by the branches of bushes.
went down the fall of a rock ten or twelve
feel. At the top it was about two feet broad
and as steep as a gothic roof. A wall of rock
rose on my right, and on my left & chasm,
At about half-way to the bottom the rock be-
came so narrow that there was not space
enough for my body to lie upon, aud no place
for wy fingers or toes to hold on.

“I was im a fix, To attempt to descend
further would be madness and death, With
the greatest effort I managed to turn on my
face to return, Iu so doing my field-glass
got under my breast on the rock, making my
position dangerouns; and it required all the

| strength I bad to remount the rock., I felt
exhausted, and stretched myself in a crevice
| and breathed and preached caution and cool-
ness to myself for half an hour. Before this

| the rein began to fall, the lightning flushed, |

and the thunder reverberated in the valley
below me. It was one of the wildest and
grandest scenes of my life, though T was not

in the best condition for enjoying it, beina |

thoroughly water-soaked.

I reached the valley after /i o'olock. I was
informed by the guides whom I met in the
little hotel at the foot of the cliff that I was

the first traveller that ever entered the valley |

by that way alone. I know that the effort

was the greatest physical exertion of my life.’
